MEMORANDUM FOR BRIGADIER GENERAL JOHN MAGRUDER, USA 


1. Your memorandum of 1 October, sddressed to 
the A.C. of &., G-2, the Acting Direotor of Navel In- 
telligence end myself, is acknowledged, In accordance 
with our oral Giseussions I think thet liaison 1s neces- 
gary in order that the activities and edministretion of 
the Interim Researoh and Intelligence Service may be 
coordineted with the activities of the orgenizations 
under you. Such coordination ia a temporary problem re- 
lating to the period between now and the end of the year. 


2, Your letter, however, eppders to contemplate 

a committee which will function in lieu of the inter- 
departmental group previded for in the President's letter 
of 20 September 1945 to the Seoretary of State. Theat 
does not seem to me to be in order, The President's 
Letter @ireoted the Seoretary of Btate “to take the lead oR 
in developing & comprehensive end coordinated foreign in~ 
telligence program for all Federal agencies concemmed with 
that type of activity * * *® through the creation of an 
inter~departmentsl group, heading wp under the Stete De~ 
partment * * *," It ie my view that the -ecretary of 
Stete, ae a first atep in the development of a government 
wide intelligence program, must develop the State Depvarte 
ment's intelligenoe program, Ag you know, only the pre- 
liminary movee heve been made toward such a progrom by 

the Department. 


7 &. In the development of euch a progrem the first 
problem effecting the War Department relstes to that part 
‘of the 20 September 1045 Exeeutive Order vhich provides 
for transfer to the Steta Department, in addition to the 
Research end Analyste Breneh end the Presente tion Brench, 
of those other functiona of the former OSS which, 6 
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determined by the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, 
relate to the functions of the R & A Branch end the Prem 
sentation Branch. In the ten-day pertod between the 
iseuance and the effective date of the Executive Order, 
the Buresu of the Budget was unable to make « deternina~ 
tion as to what other functions of the O85 were related 
te those of the PR & A end Presentztion Branches, and 
therefore the transfer of such other functions, if any, 
“ee a and only the two named Branches were trang 
erred, : 


4. Investigution msy reveal that some activities 
transferred to the War Department would more appropri 
ately be performed in the Department of Stute. In addi- 
tion, weny problems have been created by the menner in 
which the O85 organization was split, notsbly those zrow~ 
ing out of the tranafer to the War Department of the entire 
Adginistretive Service organization. 


5. I agree with you thet 46 would be helpful to 
appoint lieison officers to function on such matters end 
on the matters referred to in paragraph 1 above; and as 
soon a8 I get a ateff I will appoint « liaison officer. 


6, Offhand, however, I see no reason for a lieigon 
committee. MIS end DNI should be consulted on all prebe 
lema which affeot them, but moat of the oroblems between 
the respective heire of the former O85 are administrative 
and of no interest to the military intelligence unite of 
the services, Unless you have something in mind that does 
not appear from your letter, my preference is to conduct 
liaison directly with G~2, MIS end DNI. 


7. With reapeot to the creation of a group to func. 
tion on the problem of a government-wide intelligence 
program, I anticipate that the Seeretary of State will 
initiate action in that direction in due time.
